Affairs 425 Class witnessed 
Governor Clement's signing of 
the bill foremost in the minds 
at UTMB. This bill, which was 
signed January 24 in Nashville, 
gives the Trustees of the Uni¬ 
versity authority to make ad¬ 
ditional degrees, curricula, and 
courses without legislative ac¬ 
tion. and means much to our 
university's future. 

Gov. Clement explained the 
content and procedure through 
which the bill passed, before 
adding. ‘ This is the first bill I 
ever signed standing.'' The 
group attended sessions of both 
the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and in each received 
special recognition. After at¬ 
tending the session of Assembly. 
Senator Hunt, of Fruitland, ex¬ 
plained some of the work and 
duties of the Legislature. 

The class was given an added 
thrill when a patrol car stopped 
them on the way to Nashville, 
and passed along the message 
they had just received from the 
Governor's office instructing the 
group to come directly to his 
office upon arrival.

One Of The Few

Beside being President of Reed 
Hall and active in many of the 
clubs on the UTMB campus, Bar¬ 
bara Brooks from Memphis is one 
of the few to live in the same 
neighborhood as the one and only 
Elvis Presley. 

For the benefit of the Elvis 
Presley lovers and the remaining 
few. I asked Barbara, or Brooksie 
as she is known up here, what it 
was like living that close to the 
rock and roll ideal of the world. 

She replied. “You never know 
what’s going to happen next—al¬ 
ways there is a terrific flow of 
cars with some of the strangest 
characters in them. One day an 
older woman of about 65, who was 
dressed very fashionably, plus 
driving a bright yellow 1956 Cad¬ 
illac convertible, sat out in front 
of his house four hours waiting to 
see the ’’Pelvis.’’ All she got out 
of the deal was a parking ticket, 
for the entire street is covered 
with police signs saying, "No 
standing or parking at any time.” 
This is probably the least observed 
ordinance in the city, especially 
when Elvis is home. One Sunday 
afternoon when Elvis was thrill¬ 
ing the crowds with a game of 
football, the Memphis Police De¬ 
partment issued about 50 tickets in 
about 15 minutes. 

A lot of Elvis' neighbors tried 
to petition him out of that neigh¬ 
borhood, but we felt that most of 
it was based on jealousy rather 
than any real fact. Elvis, after 
hearing about the petition, is ru¬ 
mored to have said, "Well, I guess 
I’ll have to buy the whole neigh¬ 
borhood.” Needless to say, the pe¬ 
tition didn't go very far. 


Poor Mrs. Presley has almost as 
much trouble as Elvis himself— 
one day last summer while Elvis 
was on tour, she received a call 
from one of her son's fans asking 
if she could just spend the night 
in Elvis’ bed. Mrs. Presley, though 
she is very lenient, drew the line 
here. 

Elvis’ house guests always prove 
to be interesting. Late last fall 
while backing out of our driveway, 
we saw Elvis along with Natalie 
Wood race by. The blond Nevada 
chorus girl he had visiting the 
family Christmas proved to be a 
disappointment. The makeup was 
so thick and the hair so wild that 
she looked like some sort of Uban- 
gi as they flew by on Elvis’ motor¬ 
cycle. 

His parents are very nice down- 
to-earth people. Elvis can really 
be respected for what he has done 
for them—a $30,000 home plus a 
swimming pool is nothing to laugh 
at. His daddy takes care of the 
lawn himself—he’s too proud of 
it to trust it to someone else! 

Brooksie says that they are 
proud to claim Elvis as Memphis’ 
own. He has really put Memphis 
and Tennessee on the map and 
who wouldn’t be proud of a 21- 
year-old boy making millions ev¬ 
ery day?

In addition to buying his parents’ 
home, Elvis outfitted the Humes 
High School (his Alma Mater) 
band and ROTC with all new uni¬ 
forms and instruments, which 
needless to say, was quite an in¬ 
vestment.

I now consider myself lucky in I 
being shipped overseas to Germa¬ 
ny. where I spent 18 months of 
my two years in service. At first, 

I didn’t realize that I was getting 
a free trip to Europe, the home 
of some of the oldest culture in 
the world. 

When I first saw Germany, I 
was elated by the beauty of the 
countryside. A beautiful green 
countryside seemed to remove the 
gloom that was present from the 
sight of endless miles of ocean 
salt water. I was very much 
amused at the completeness of the 
cultivation of the fields. I noted 
that little spots along the road and 
small patches were tilled into the 
comers until the last row would 
sometimes have only one plant on 
it. 

The practice of strip cropping 
was very prevalent everywhere 
Most of the fields would have four 
or five different crops growing at 
the same time. For example, there 
was a strip of wheat, then barley 
and potatoes next, neither of which 
would be over 40 or 50 feet wide. 
There were quite often fruit trees 
: dispersed throughout the fields. 
The fruit trees didn’t seem to hin¬ 
der the production of the row 
crops as much as they do in the 
United States. 

The German families spend long 
: hours in the fields. They use horses 
s or cows to pull the plows on most 
- of the farms. The farms were so 
3 small that a tractor would not be 
1 economical. The farms vary in 
' size, with the average being about 
t 10 to 20 acres. This land is kept 
i at a high level of productive ca- 
; pacity, si sre a family’s livelihood 
must conff from so small an area. 

» They are ideal soil conservation- 
1 ists. There aren’t any gullies to 

' eryone as ever. He realizes that 
, his fame is really luck, and he 
' is truly grateful for his chance 
j at the big time. Elvis is really 
t a “poor boy who made good."

be found even on the steep culti¬ 
vated slopes. A permanent pasture 
mixture appears to be in ita native 
habitat and will grow for years on 
land unattended by man. 

The farmers usually live in small 
towns and travel out a short dis¬ 
tance to cultivate their fields. 
These small country villages are 
quite unsanitary, because of the 
presence of livestock housed under 
the same roof with the family. 
The house and bam are built to¬ 
gether. you might say, and the 
cows live in one room of the house. 

The entire farm family works 
together. The women are especi¬ 
ally hard workers, no matter how 
difficult the job. They do most any 
kind of work that the men do, 
such as plowing, stacking wheat, 
or harvesting the various crops. 
Most of the women find time to 
raise a flower garden near the 
home, and find pleasure keeping 
it clean and beautiful. They care¬ 
fully attend the family garden, 
and keep a new crop of something 
growing the year around. 

Not only are the Germans aware 
of the necessity of high crop pro¬ 
duction, but of forestry as well. 
They are quite careful to replace 
the trees that are cut The princi¬ 
pal timber is of the evergreen type, 
mostly spruce. There are some 
beech, oak, maple, and a few oth¬ 
er deciduous trees, but they do 
not grow and produce as fast as 
do the evergreens. There are very 
few wooden buildings, which may 
partially account for the excellent 
preservation of the forest in an 
old land so thickly settled. 

The German cities are not so 
clean and modern as ours, but the 
countryside, in most cases, is much 
prettier than we have in the 
United States. One must give a 
lot of credit to the people who 
have preserved and improved their 
land for hundreds of years. The 
beautiful hills, plains and valleys 
portray their beauty as a living 
example of good soil that has had 
constant care and attention from 
its farmers.

The center for Vandy was 6 feet 
and 10 inches tall. 

Vandy jumped to an early lead 
and held it throughout the game 
The UTMB Vols had a hard time 
finding the basket as the leading 
scorer, James Hart, a substitute, 
had only 11 paints. 

Although it was difficult for the 
Vols to hit their field goals, they 
hit a very good percent of their 
free throws. Three Vols hit 100%, 
Jim Young had 2 for 2, Bill Ruck¬ 
er had 2 for 2, and Bob Gregory 
had 5 for 5. The team hit for 
a 64.3%, but foul shots were not 
enough to overcome the strong 
Vanderbilt team. 

All of the starting men for Van¬ 
dy hit in the double figures.

The Vols won an exciting 1- 
point victory February 2 over 
Murray. The 68-67 win had the 
Vol fans on their feet during the 
last few minutes as Murray ral¬ 
lied to cut the Vol lead from 5 to 
1 point as the horn sounded. The 
win gave Coach Burdette a 3-3 
record against Murray in his ten¬ 
ure as coach. The win gave the 
Vols a record of 6 wins and 8 
losses. 

Murray had a definite height ad¬ 
vantage on the Vols, but UT had 
more desire and more never-say- 
die spirit. This spirit showed as 
the Vols out-hustled their taller 
foe in rebounding and also by the 
vital one point in scoring. The 
Murray coach was quoted after 
the game as saying UT was one 
of the best teams the Murray JV’s 
have played this year. 

Captain Jimmy Young was a 
major factor in the Vol win as 
he dropped in 24 points, his top 
effort at UT. Included were sev¬ 
eral fabulous tip-in shots. He also 
led the team in rebounding. Pea¬ 
nuts Kelley added 16 points and 
Ed Jones 11 to a well-balanced at¬ 
tack. Young hit 50 percent and 
Kelley 47 percent from the field. 

The game was nip and tuck 
throughout with neither team ever 
able to build up a safe lead.

What must be as tough a series of losses as any team 
can have has been the lot of the Vols in theirwlast few 
games. Even so, the two defeats at the hand of Lambuth 
are about as hard as they come. 

In the first game the Vols had been playing one of 
their top games, and Lambuth is no slouch of a team. The 
Vols appeared to have it wrapped up with a 65-60 lead with 
90 seconds left. But the breaks, over-eagerness, call it 
what you will, the fact remains that Lambuth dumped in 
7 points, including 4 in the final 21 seconds to hand the 
Vols a bitter pill. 

Then last week, rubbing salt in the wound, Lambuth 
did it again. 1116 Vols had dropped behind, fought their 
hearts out and finally went ahead.
